Venire of 100 Men Ordered For Third 
Case To Be Called Today. 


Waco, Texas, Jan. 18.—Early this 
afternoon a Jury waa selected in the 
<*ase of Elijah Graves, negro, indict­ 
ed for mnrder in connection with the 
death of 8. L. Connolly, white man, 
and the preeentation of evidence be­ 
gan. It had been the intention of 
the State to try Grave« and hla broth­ 
er, Jake Grave«, Jointly, the latter be­ 
ing also indicted for the mnrder of 
Connally and for robbery with fire­ 
arms, but counsel for defense imdsted 
on trying the case« separately. 
Another apecial venire of 100 men 
was drawn for the selection y>f a 
jnry In tho Jake Grave« case, and 
they are ordered to report tomorrow 
afternoon at 2 o’clock. 
No appeal Is to be taken In the 
case of George Klllough, the third 
negro indicted for the killing of Con­ 
nally, and who was given the death 
penalty late yesterday afternoon, ac­ 
cording to Claude Miller and A. O. 
Price, appointed by the court to rep­ 
resent the two negroes. 
Rangers and county officers were 
on guard again today in the court­ 
room and at the county jail. 
Both aides rested 
this afternoon 
and council for the defense asked 
for an Instructed verdict of not guilty 
which Judge R. I. Munroe declined 
to give. His charge will be delivered 
to the Jury tomorrow morning at 9 
o’clock.

Stale, must be adopted within three 
years if Texas is to participate there­ 
after In Federal funds appropriated 
for highway construction. 
This has been made clear to R. W. 
Hubbard, chairman of the Texas State 
Highway Commission,

D. K. Martin of Itasca and Rollln J. 
Windrow, State Highway 
Engineer. 
Who hail been in Washington several 
days for a conference with officials 
of the bureau of public roails.

Tlie Indians were all afoot. 
Cox hail 
a troop of dog» under good control. 
They were put on the trail, and they 
followed quickly. 
ARer running sev­ 
eral miles, the Indians discovered the 
dogs on their trail and secreted them­ 
selves In ft dense thicket, there to wait 
the arrival of the dog» and men. When 
they came up, the Indians opened fire 
on them, sending a shower of arrows 
it. them so thick that one of the lxiys 
»nid afterw ard it looked to him like 
the whole thicket had turned to arrows 
and was flying 
in every 
direction. 
Some of tin* dog» were shot, but none 
killed. 
Don Cox, who never flinched on such 
occasions, was badly wounded by an 
arrow which »truck him in the thigh, 
going through and completely pinning 
ids leg to the skirts of hi» saddle 
thi« point Don’« keen eye took in 
situation, and he yelled 
out, 
get out of here quick!” 
Orders were immediately obeyed, and 
they rode off a short distant*© and un­ 
pinned Don's leg from tlie saddle, in­ 
tending then to attack 
tlie 
Indians 
again. 
,Seeing the arrow bad to be extract­ 
ed, as Don was getting very sick and 
blind, they decided they had enough 
for the time being, unless the Indians 
should conclude to attack them, which 
was quite probable as the Indians out­ 
numbered them five or six to one. 
The hoys rode off upon the side 
the mountain, when Don got »<> 
they were compelled to halt and 
mount, and extract the arrow from his

The two resolutions, adopted unani­ 
mously h,v the commission, were trans­ 
mitted to the Cannes conference of 
tlie supreme council for consideration, 
but they were not acted upon because 
of the council’s premature dissolution.
